Christ's death or upon the day of his 
resurrection. Churches differed in re- 
gard to the matter, and there was 
much bitterness upon the subject. 
Various kings, and rulers, and church- 
es, tried Icng and hard to establish the 
festivity upon a fixed day; but it re- 
mained a matter of controversy up to 
the year 325, when the question was 
fully discussed, and finally settled by 
tin whole church by adopting the rule 
which makes Easter day to be always 
the tlrst Sunday after the full moon 
which happens upon or next after 
March 21; and if tlie full moon tappen 
ipon a Sunday, Easter is the next Sun- 
lay. 
By this arnnnfenieiit, Easter 


may happen as early us March 22, or 
as late as April ar». This sacred fes- 
tival has been termed the queen of 
festivals; and it has been observed 
fn>m the beginning of tho Christian 
era, and celebrated in eveiy part of the 
Christian world with (peat solemnity 
,uid devotion. Formerly, the church- 
es were ornamented with large wax 
candles, and the Christians saluted 
each other with a kiss, and the words, 


Christ is rlse.n," to wliich tlie re- 


sponse was given. "He i* risen in- 
deed." This custom is retained in the 
Greek church, particularly in BUWB. 
Tlie day before Easter has ever been 
set apait as a day for specially solem- 
nizing baptism. 
Courts of justice 


were closed, alms were distributed, 
•laves were freed, and the people gave 
themselves up to enjoyment and feait 
ing. 
In nearly all Christian countries 


the recurrence of Easter has been cele- 
brated with various ceremonies and 
popular 
sports 
and 
observances. 


Among the best known is the custom 
of making presents of colored eggs, 
called pasch or pace eggs, which means 
passover or Kaster eggs. 
They are 


often elaborately ornamented; and in 
the royal roll of the time of Edward I, 
preserved in his records, appears an 
entry of eighteen ponce for four him 
dred Easter esu-s to be used for this 
purpose. Colored eggs were used by 
children at Faster in a sort of game 
which consists in testing the strongtl 
of the egg shells, and this practice 
still continues in many Christian coun- 
tries. In some parts of Ireland the 
legend iscuricnt that the sun dances 
in the sky on Easter Sunday morning. 
The game of ball was once a favorite 
Easter sport, in which municipal cor- 
porations formerly engaged with due 
parade and dignity. In the northern 
counties of England the men used to 
parade tho street on Kaster Sunday 
and claim the privilege of lifting everj 
woman three limes from the ground 
receiving In payment a kiss or a silver 
sixpence. The women did the sam 
to the men on the next day.

"Ttiis in often done wjth the tomato;

Of 
the early cabbage few people waut more 
than twenty-live or fifty; ami a ten vent 
paper and a box about a foot nfjuare will 
produce thiiquaiitity, wlih afery little , 
trouble, ""or early cabbage they may 
be »own at oner in tbisway.

Working Elephant*. 


Among the many important questions 


of practical natural history which have 
been lately before the public, that which 
just now mostly engages general atten- 
tion, in the utilization uf the indigenous 
clephante of Africa for curryine out the 
operations, whether civil or military, of 
Europeans on that continent. The util- 
ization of there powerful brutes would 
be of theereatest importance in the con- 
struction of roads and telegraphs, while 
for the purpose of transport during the 
Zulu war, especially in places where 
horses canuot go on account of the tsetse 
fly, their employment would be of ad 
vantage. It seems strange that wo Eug- 
lish have never thought of domesticating 
the African elephant. It is probable 
that in ancient times these animals were 
more or leas domesticated. The late 
Mr. Broderip seems to think that the 
liomann brought back African elephants 
to figure in the triumphs in IScipio's 
time, and it is possible that the animals 
used by the Carthagenian* were of Afri- 
can origin. In modern times no attempt 
seems to have been uyide to turn tlieae 
powerful animala to account. The Afri- 
can elephant at present is valuable only 
for its ivory, and vast tiuaiitititis of ivory 
are imported to .London. This ivory is 
uied principally by manufacturers fur 
handles of knives and"fork», piano keys, 
billiard balia, and m»ny ornamental 
and 
useful 
objects. 
The iJen 
in 


now seriously entertained of domes- 
ticating this animal instead of an 
hitherto encouraging its extermina- 
tion. The African differs much from 
the Asiatic elephant. The most remark- 
able characteristic of the African ele- 
phant is its enormouH eara and altogether 
dillt-rent cast of countenance from the 
Indian animal. In the African elephant 
the grasping organ at the extremity of 
the trunk consists of two prehensile lips 
opposablo to each other; the Asiatic 
elephant haaonly one finger lit the end of 
his proboscis; the pattern of the molar 
teeth and the quality of ivory are also 
different. The largest African elephant 
in England is now at the Zoological gar- 
dens, and Htand.s, I lx>licve, about ten 
feet six. There aro also two African 
elephants at the Alexandria palace that 
were brought over by the NulrianH for 
their caravan exhibition last year. As 
regards the taming of elcphaiitc, I am 
informed by a gentleman lately returned 
trorn the Sudan, that he has HI en ele- 
phants quite tame at Kasala. They were 
not mad'o to do any hard work, but the 
boys used to ride them about tbc streeta. 
Tho Arabs catch calf elephants, not lull- 
grown, but they have as yet no idea of 
taming them. Ujidon Patha is trying 
the experiment of taming Alrjcim e.lc- 
phautu, with the help ot Home Indian 
mahouts.

would be advisable to get from India 
experienced elephant-tamers to teach 
the Arab how to make them docile, and 
doubtless Mr. Sanderson, tho govern- 
ment inspector of elephants in India, 
with whom I lately had an inter- 
view, and who has published un i.xei'1- 
lent work on < lephaiits, could doubtless 
nominate experienced tfrplianl drivers.

1 am glad to find that inflfl*n'- 
tint and useful paper, the Oilon!'*,, has 
taken up the idea of utilizing African 
elephants, and is culling (he attention, ol 
those who know best about the subject 
to this novel ami important advance in
